Se it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

CHAPTER L

SECTION 1. All that part of the county of Dakota con-
tained within the limits and boundaries hereinafter described,,
shall be a city by the name of Hastings, and the people now
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inhabiting, and those who shall hereafter inhabit within the
district of country heroin described, shall be a municipal cor-
poration by the name of the City of Hastings, and shall have
the general powers possessed by municipal corporations at
common law, and in addition thereto, shall possess the pow-
ers hereinafter specifically granted, and the authorities thereof
shall have perpetual succession, and shall be capable of con-
tracting* and being contracted with, of suing and being sued,
pleading and being impleaded in all Courts of law and equity,
and shall hare a common seal, and may change and alter the
same at pleasure.

SEC. 2. The Territory included within the following boun-
daries and limits, shall constitute the city of Hastings, viz:
Section twenty, (20,) twenty-nine, (29,) thirty-two, (32,)
thirty-three, (88,) thirty-four, (34,) and thirty-five, (35,) and
fractional sections sixteen, (16,) seventeen, (17,) twenty-one,
(81,) twenty-two, (22,) twenty-three, (23,} twenty-six, (26,)
twenty-seven, (27,) and twenty-eight, (28,) all being in town-
ship number one hundred and fifteen, (115,) north of range
number seventeen, (17,) west of the fifth principal meridian,
and in the aforesaid county of Dakota, and the jurisdiction of
said city shall also extend on the north front thereof over the
Mississippi River to the left bank thereof descending. The
said city is hereby divided into three Wards, viz: The First
Ward to comprise all the Territory within the city limits east
of a line drawn through the middle of Bailly street, from the
north to the south boundary of the city; the Second Ward to
comprise all the Territory west of the line of the First Ward,
and east of a line drawn through the middle of Yermillion
street, from the north to the south boundary of the city; and
the_ Third Ward to comprise all the Territory within the city
limits not included within the First and Second Wards.

CHAPTER II.

SBC. 1. After the first election, the annual election of
city officers shall be held on the third Tuesday of May of each
year, at such places withiu each Ward as the City Council
shall designate, and the polls shall be kept open from ten
o'clock, A. iL, till four, P. M., and ten days previous notice
shall be given by the City Council, of the time and places of
holding such elections, and the officers to be elected, by post-
ing notices thereof in three of the most public places in the
city, and by publishing the same in at least one of the pa-
pers published in the city.

SEC. 2. The elective officers of the city shall be a Mayor,
Clerk, and one Alderman from the First and Third Wards, and
two Aldermen from the Second Ward, who shall have been
residents of the Ward from which they are elected for at least
thirty days next preceding the day of election, and shall hold
their office for one year from the first of June, and until their
successors are elected and qualified.
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S«c. 3. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the office °fv«Mieiw.-
Major or Alderman, such vacancy shall be filled by a newooirn]ie(|'~
election, which shall be ordered and held .within twelve days
after such vacancy shall occur; any vacancy occurring in any
other office, shall be filled by the City Council. Any person
elected or appointed to fill a vacancy, shall hold his office and

•discharge the duties thereof for the unexpired term, and with
the same rights and subject to the same liabilities as the per-
son whose office he may be elected or appointed to fill.

SEC. 4. All elections by the people shall be by ballot, and Wowin- T0te
a plurality of votes constitute an election; whenever two or for an election
more candidates for an elective office shall receive an equal
number of votes for the same office, the election shall be de-
termined by the casting of lots in the presence of the City
Council, at such timcR and in such manner as they may
direct.

SBC. 5. All persons entitled to vote for County and State
Officers, and who shall have resided in the city for six months, Wto *»? T0t*
and in the Ward in which he may offer to vote, thirty days
next preceding the day of election, shall be entitled to vote
ior any officer to be elected under this Act, and to hold any
office hereby created.

SBC. 6. After the first election, the election in said city
shall be held and conducted by the Adermen of each Ward,
who shall be Inspectors of Elections, and who shall take the
oath, or affirmation prescribed by the general laws of this
State, to he taken by the Judges and Inspectors of Elections.
The Inspectors shall have power to appoint a Clerk, and to
administer the necessary oaths. The said elections shall be
hold and conducted in the same manner and under' the same
penalties, and vacancies in the Board of Inspectors thereof,
filled as required by the general laws of this State regarding
elections.

SEC. 7. When an election shall be closed, and the number
of votes for each candidate or person voted for, counted and Return of dee-
ascertained, the said Inspectors shall make returns thereof, Uon

stating the number of votes for each person, for each and
every office, and shall deliver, or cause to be delivered, such
returns to the City Clerk, who shall within ten days, give
notice to each of the persons so elected, of their respective
elections.

SEC. 8. Special elections to fill vacancies, or for any other
purpose, shall be held and conducted in the same manner, and gpeefeleloo-
the returns thereof shall be made in the saroo form and man- tioaB

ner as annual elections.
SEC. 9, Any officer removing from this city, or any Alder-

man removing from the Ward for which he was elected, or pftiinre of offl-
any officer who shall neglect or refuse, for ten days after cer to enter
notice of his election or appointment, to qualify and enter npon dut*
upon the discharge of the duties of his office, shall be deemed
to have vacated his office, and the City Council shall proceed

SEC. 10. The first election for city officers, of the holding-

The Mayor or
any two Aldermen may call special meetings of the City
Council. He shall have power to execute alf acts that may
be required of him by an ordinance made in pursuance of this
Act, and is hereby authorized to call upon every male inhab-
itant of said city over the age of eighteen years, to aid in
enforcing the laws and ordinances, and in case of riot, to
call out the militia to aid him in suppressing the same in car-
rying into effect any law or ordinance; any person who shall
not obey such call, shall forfeit to said city a fine not exceed-
ing' twenty-five dollars, and not less than five dollars,

SEC. 3. In case the Mayor shall be guilty of any willful op-
pression or corrupt partiality in the discharge of the duties
of his office, he shall be liable to indictment, and on convic-

ties by Mayor J0nar8( and the Court shall have power, (upon the recom-

mendation of the jury in the cause,) to add to the judgment
for the fine, that he be removed from office.
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SEC. 4. In case of the absence of the Mayor from the city,
or his inability from any reason to discharge the duties of his Mayor
office, the Council shall elect, by ballot, from their own num-
ber, an officer who shall bo styled "Acting1 if ayor," and all acts
performed by him shall have the same force and validity as
if performed by the Mayor.

SBC. 5 The Clerk shall keep the corporate seal and all tbe
papers and records of the city, and keep a record of •W
the proceedings of the City Council. He shall draw or-
ders on the Treasurer, in pursuance of any order or resolu-
tion of the City Council, and keep a full and accurate account
thereof in books provided for that purpose, and make a full
and fair record of all the by-laws, rules or ordinances made
or passed by said City Council. The Clerk shall have power
to administer oaths or affirmation and copies of all papers
filed in his office, and transcripts from the records of the
City Council, certified to by him under the corporate seal,
shall be evidence in all Courts in like manner as if the
original were produced. He shall report annually, on or
about the Grst day of June, to the Council, an estimate of
the expenses of the city for the current year, and the
revenues necessary to be raised therefor, and the fiscal year
of the city shall commence on the first day of June. He shall
countersign all contracts made in behalf of the city, and all
certificates of work done by order of the City Council. He
shall negotiate such temporary loans for the city as the City
Council shall direct, and such loan shall be subject to the ap-
proval of the City Council. He shall examine the reports,
books, papers, vouchers and accounts of the Treasurer, and
from time to time, shall perform such other duties as the
Council shall direct. HD shall not be directly or indirectly
interested in any contract or job to which the city is a party,
or in any loan to be negotiated by the city.

to exceed fifty dollars per year for such services.

SBC. 8. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys belonging
to the city, and keep an accurate and detailed account thereof, ?Te!}8l?e*''
and on the first day of June, and quarterly thereafter, he shall dntl*B

exhibit to the City Council a full and detailed account of all
the receipts and expenditures after the date of the last quar-
terly report, and also the state of the treasury, which ac-
counts shall be filed with the Clerk.

SEC. 9. The Marshal shall execute sach orders, and per- Manhai,
form such duties as arc prescribed by the City Council, for Mi duties

.the preservation of the public peace, for the good order,
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cleanliness and government of the city, and for all other pur-
poses. He shall possess the powers of a constable at common
law, and under the statutes of this State and receive like
fees.

SBC. 10. The City Surveyor shall hold his office during1

formed by him; all surveys, profiles, plans or estimates made
by him for the city, shall be the property of the city, and shall
be carefully preserved in the office of the Clerk, open to the
inspection of parties interested.

SEC. 11. The Justice of the Peace for the city, shall pos-
of seas all the authority, power and rights of a Justice of the

tta P«we Peace, and shall have sole exclusive jurisdiction to hear all
complaints, and conduct all examinations and trials in crim-
inal cases within the city, cognizable before a Justice of the
PC ice, but warrants returnable before the said City Justice,
may be issued in criminal cases by any Justice of the Peace
of said county of Dakota, but no ice shall be received
therefor by such Justices. Said Justice shall have cxclusivo
jurisdiction in all cases in which the city is u party. In case-
of the absence, sickness or other disability of said Justice, or
from any sufficient reason, the Mayor, by warrant, may author-
ize any other Justice of the Pcaco within the limits of the
city, to perform the duties pertaining- to the office of said Jus-
tice, and the Mayor shall thereupon inform the City Attorney
and Marshal of such appointment, and make report thereof to
the City Council, and they may confirm or set aside such ap-
pointment, or appoint some other person, and the person BO
appointed, shall, for the time being, and until his appointment
is vacated, possess all the authority, powers and rights ap-
pertaining to the office of Justice of the Peace for the city,
Provided, That nothing herein contained shall be deemed or
so construed as to deprive the city Justice of the Peace of
his jurisdiction.

pay over the amount of all penalties and costs collected,
which may by law accrue to the city, and he shall be entitled
to receive from the county of Dakota, such fees in criminal
cases as arc allowed to other Justices of the county for sim-
ilar services.

SEC. 13. The City Council may designate a newspaper
citjr Printer \n the city in which shall to published all ordinances

and other proceeding's and matters required by this Act, or
by the by-laws or ordinances of the City Council to be pub-
lished in a public newspaper.

Sic. 14 The city printer or printers, immediately after
the publication of any notices, ordinance, or resolution,
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;poration of the city of Hastings, are hereby repealed, but Bepaal of fiani
tho repeal of said Acts shall not affect any act done save in or charter
the election of city officers, or right accrued or established,
or any proceeding, suit or prosecution, had or commenced
previous to the time when such repeal shall take effect, but
every such act, right, or proceeding, shall be as valid, and
effectual, as if said Acts had remained in force.

SEC. 9. This Act is hereby declared to be a public Act,
and may be read in evidence in all Courts of lav in tbis Poblto art
State. This Act shall take effect from, the passage thereof,
but the Legislature may alter or repeal the same at any time.
